FUNDING. 
ACTION IN THE SENATE. 
Special Dispatch to. T Chicago Tribune 

WasHineton, D. C., Feb. 17.—The Senators 
were promptly on hand to-day, and, at half-past 
ll o'clock, Senator Bayard brought up his 
Funding bill. A number of short speeches 
were successively made, and by the middle of 
the afternoon it became apparent that the 
rate of interest on the new bonds wus to be 3 
per cent. This was owing to the lobby 
influence of some New Y¥ bankers, and partly 
toa desire to concur with’ the House, as leading 
Representatives declared that they would never 
conseut to a higher rate of interest than 3 per 
cent. 


SENATOR COCKRELL, 

who strongly advocated the 8 per cent rate, 
spoke of the existing boom of prosperity as 
having begun with the advent of the Democrats 
into power two years ago, Senator Plumb in- 
quired, if that were so, now the Senator from 
Missouri could expect tg fund the debt, now 
that the Dem ing out of power. 
To this Mr. Cockrell responded that the people 
had faith that the Democratic party would re- 
turn to power soon. Les, exclaimed Senator 
Ferry, “the Senator bases his opinion on 
the Scriptural assertion that faith covers 
a multitude of sins.” Faith!“ retorted 
Mr. Cockrell: “the Senator had better read the 
Scriptures more carefully before he attempts to 
quote from them. It is charity which covers a 
multitude of sins.” It was6 o'clock before the 
stream of eloquence ceased to flow, and the vot- 
ing On the amendments commenced, Senator 
Bayard making an earnest appeal to the Senate 
not to adopt a rate of interest less than 3% per 
cent. 

THE FIRST AMENDMENT VOTED ON 
was that of Senator Ferry, which left the 
rate discretionary with the Secretary of 
the Treasury, not to exceed 3% per 
cent. Some had thought yesterday that 
this amendment would de incorporated 
into the bill, but it only received twelve votes, 
forty-five Senators voting against it. Next came 
the important amendment fixing the rute at 3% 
percent instead of 3 per cent, asin the House 
bill. Before the vote was taken Mr. Allison 
made 

A STRONG SPEECH AGAINST 

fixing so low a rate of interest as to tie the hands 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. “If that offi- 
cial is honest and faithful,” he said, “he 
should have some latitude of action. This 
is not a bili to inflate the currency, 
but to establish a loan. It should 
be the policy of the Government to extinguish 
the loan as speedily as possible. When the ayes 
and noes were at last called, check-lists were in 
demand, and pages were sent after the ab- 
seatees. The declaration of the vote gave 22 
ayes against 34 noes. 

SO THE HOUSE BILL BREMAINS UNCHANGED. 
A number of verbal amendments were then 
adopted without debate, until the third section 
ot the bill was reached, fixing the expense of 
preparing, issuing, advertising, and disposing of 
the bonds. The House had fixed this not to ex- 
ceed one-quarter/of 1 per cent, which the 
Finahce Committee proposed to amend by 
making it one-half of 1 per cent. Senator In- 
galis opposed the amendment, and, in the course 
of his remarks, intimated that much of the 
amount would be expended for enriching 
favorits. Senator Bayard, supported by other 
members of the Finance Committee,came to 
the defense of Secretary Sherman, and extracts 
were made from his statements, showing how 
much money was expended in placing bonds. 
Mr. Ingalls handsomely disclaimed any intention 
of attacking ya Secretary of the Treasury, but 
expressed his belief that the syndicate had made 
enormous sums in negotiating the 4 per cents, 
much of which might *ave been saved. The 
Senate adopted che Committee’s amendment in- 
creasing the amount to be used for expenses 
from one-quarter to one-half of 1 per cent by a 
vote of 0 to . 
AS THE EVENING ADVANCED 

the signal- licht in the dome announced to those 
who could see it in every part of the city that 
the Senate was iw session. The gaileries were 
soon crowded, and the Senators soon had a large 
audience for their Oratorical effurts. The 
theme was the retention of $140,000,000 
in the vaults of the Treasury for the redemp- 
tion of greenbacks, when it might be used tor 
the purchase of bonds, and thus put into circu- 
lation. Senator Teller thought that $10,000,000 
was enough to keep on hand for resumption. 
The Senate adopted the amendment of the Com- 
mittee requiring the Secretary of the Treasury 
to replace in the Treasury moneys temporarily 
used in the redemption of bonds by an aye- and- 
no vote of 26to 19. Athaif-past 8 the amend- 
ment was reached striking from the House bill 

THE ENTIRE CARLSLE SECTION, 
which compels National banks to adopt the3 
per cent bonds as the only security for their 
circuldtion, Senator Bayard explained a sub- 
sequent amendment offered as a substitute for 
this, which is not compulsory, but which per- 
mits banks to exchange their bonds as individ- 
uals will. 

SENATOR BECK MADE A LONG ONSLAUGHT 
on the National banks, and advocated the Car- 
lisie section in the House bill. Senator Wallace 
deprecated any legislation which 
would force the banks to contract their loans. 
Senator McDonald favored the Carlise section. 

At 9:30 the Senate, in Committee of the Whole. 
again voted down its Finance Committee, and 
rejected the substitute which the latter had 
made for the fifth, or National bank section of 


the House bill. and restored to the bill that s- 
tion of the House bill. The majority was a 
scanty one, the ayes being 21 and the mays 19, 
There were some eighteen Senators absent and 
not paired, several of whom are known to be 
opposed to this fifth section. 

IT 18 OF COURSE POSSIBLE 
that, if final action in the Senate should be post- 
poned until these eighteen absentees could be 
present, the action of to-night might be re- 
versed. This, however, is hardly probable. The 
expectation now is that the House may accept 
the bill as it will come from the Senate, in view 
of the adoption of the 8 per cent rate, even 
without a conference. The only serious change 
in the House bill, thus far, is the increase of the 
commission allowed for negotiating the bonds 
from & to % per cent. The House made a firm 
stand for this reduced rate, and had much to 
say of 

SYNDICATES AND FAT CONTRACTS. 

For this reason the House may insist upon a 
conference. The fifth section, as adopted, re- 
peals that section of the statute which per- 
mitted the banks to retire circulation by only 
gathering up theirown notes and presenting 
them.at the Treasury. Under the oid law this 
was found to be difficult, and, in many cases, an 
impossible procedure, the banks having some- 
times been compelled to pay a premium upon 
theirown notes to secure possession of them 
when desiring to reduce their circulation. Before 
this can become a law, there still will remain a 
few duys within which the banks may retire 
their circulation, and 

IT REMAINS TO BE SEEN 
whether they will, as predicted by some finan- 
ciers, take advantage of the opportunity. The 
Committee’s amendment prescribing the mode 
of selecting the bonds to be redeemed from 
time to time was agreed to, as was also the new 
section authorizing the Treasury to bold the 
new bonds as security for the circulation of the 
banks, and providing that only bonds bearing 
interest should be so held. A debate followed 
upon Allison's amendment providing for the 
sale of the bonds under sealed proposals, 
the bids most advantageous to be accepted. 
Some Senators, including Gen. Logan, feared that 
this might throw the whole loan into the hands 
of a syndicate or a combination of bankers. But 
the amendment was agreed to. 

THE SENATE DECIDED 

to take final a vote upon the Funding bill to-mor- 
row at 2 o'clock. There is little doubt that the 
bill, as it was agreed to to-night in the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, will be passed. It will 
then remain to be seen whether the 
House will accept its own bill with the slight 
changes in substance and phraseology made by 
the Senate.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 17.—The Joint Special 

Committee of the Council to investigate the 

management of the Philadelphia Gas Works 

Thomas Moore, President of 
the Youghiogheny Coal Company in 1876, testi- 
fled that in 1876 he owned a gas-coal mine him- 
self and six-tenths of another.

It has become hered- 
itary there. The elder Cameron raised him- 
self to wealth, power, and political success 
by his own efforts. He was not an orator ora 
Statesman, and had no exalted notions of 
public duty. But he wasshrewd. Men gave 
him the credit for being a clever manager. 
He nominated at least one President, and 
gave his State the prominence which it de- 
served, not through his signal abilities in 
advocating its cause, but by his skillful man- 
agement of its interests. He remained in 
public life as long as he chose, and celebrated 
his retirement by putting his son in his place. 
The qualifications of that son for a political 
career are of the slenderest description. He 
owes everything to his father, as his father 
owed everything to himself. The perpetua- 
tion of boss-rule in the second generation is 
little short of an insult to the intelligence of 
the people of the Commonwealth; and they 
have revolted against it in an unmistak- 
able manner. The fight against the Cam- 
eronian candidate for the Senate is 
one of the signs of the revolt. The balloting 
has continued for thirty days, and still the 
choice of a candidate acceptable to the Boss 
isas far off as ever. The city election in 
Philadelphia the other day was another 
token ofthe same kind. There was a differ- 
ence of 14,146 votes between Stokley (Cam- 
éron Republican), who was defeated for 
Mayor, and Hunter (Independent Republic- 
an), who was elected Receiver of Taxes; and 
this number dees not fully represent the op- 
position to Ring rule, as Stokley had the 
unanimous support of the Republican press. 
If asquare issue could be made in Philadel- 
phia or any other part of the State between 
Cameron and the people the former would be 
overwhelmingly defeated. He has, in fact, 
never held or aspired to an office which re- 
quired a direct submission of his claims to a 
popular vote. The moral of late events in 
Pennsylvania is, that Bossism, unsupported 
by ability or merit of any kind, cannot 
survive. 


It became evident in the United States 
States Senate Chamber early yesterday that 
party influences had been at work to unite 
the Democrats in opposition to the re- 
funding scheme which had been re- 
ported by the Finance Committee in the 
shape of an amendment to the Dill 
which had passed the House. When the 
Committee’s amendment was first reported 
and strongly sustained by Messrs. Bayard 
and Kernan, there was a hope that party- 
considerations would be put aside 
and the question discussed and de- 
cided upon its merits. But the eulogies 
which Messrs Bayard and Kernan delivered 
upon the successful management of the 
finances of the present Republican Secretary 
of the Treasury were evidently galling to 
the partisan majority. It may be, too, that 
the defense of the National banks 
which was made by most of those 
who favored the Committee’s plan for 34 
per cent excited antagonism on the Demo- 
cratic side. It is also likely that Senator 
Bayard’s unnecessary exhibition of hostility 
to the silver dollar and the Legal-Tender 
act called out some feeling. At all 
events, it brought from Senator 
Coke ah amendment providing that 
nothing in this act should disturb 
the status of the legal-tenders, and this af- 
forded Mr. Voorhees an opportunity to pro- 
duce from the depths of his desk a speech 
which he had written a year ago, when Bay- 
ard’s resolution to repeal the Legal-Tender 
act was introduced,—a speech which Voor- 
hees had ne opportunity of delivering at that 
time, because the resolution never came be- 
fore the Senate for discussion. 

Yesterday’s debate was neither important 
nor instructive, and hence it cannot fairly be 
cohcluded that the discussion itself made any 
changes in opinion, but the Senate divided 
very closely on party lines all through 
the day, and the first significant vote 
revealed the partisan influences that haa 
been at work. They ¢ame partly from the 
House, and were suggested by a desire 
to gain for the Democrats the credit of initi- 
ating the lowest rate of interest ever adopted 
in this country. The amended bill came 
from the Finance Committee with unanimous 
approval. The Democrats on that Commit- 
tee are Messrs, Bayard, Kernan, Wallace, 
Voorhees, and Beck. Yet only two of these 
gentiemen, Bayard and Kernan, remained 
faithful te the report. Voorhees and 
Beck voted against the 3% rate 
when that question came up in the 
Senate yesterday, and Wallace did not vote. 
How much party influence weighed may be 
inferred from the record of the vote. The 
34g per cent vote was voted down by 34 
to 2. The only Democrats who voted 
for it were Bayard and Kernan, and the 
only Republicans who voted against it were 
Booth, Ingalls, Kellogg, Saunders, and Teller. 
After rejecting the amendment for 3½ per 
cent, an amendment extending the maturity 
of the bonds to thirty years was likewise re- 
jected, but the Committee’s proposition that 
the option of redemption shall be at the end 
of five years, and that the bonds shall not be- 
come payable till twenty years from date 
of issue, was adopted. The duration of 
the bond is certainly more favora- 
ble to its negotiation at a rate 
of 3 per cent than was the ten-year term pro- 
posed by the House bill. The Treasury 
notes were left at the same time that was 
fixed by the House bill and the rate estab- 
lished at not exceeding 3 per cent. 

The most surprising feature of the Sen- 
ate’s action last night is the retention of the 
substance of the fifth section of the House 
bill, which provides that the bonds now au- 
thorized shall be the only bonds receivable as 
security for National-bank circulation. This 
proposition was discussed with more or less 
acrimony, and the coercive measure was 
finalyy adopted by a vote of 21 to 19, It 
may be that it was concluded to be nec- 
essary to make bank subscriptions com- 
pulsory in order to find a market for 
the bonds at 3 per cent. At the same time 
this provision isin the nature of a reflection 
upon the credit of the Government, if such 
be its purpose, as well as an injustice to the 
National banks, so far as it excludes 
them from the same right enjoyed by 
other citizens and corporations of pur- 
chasing the class of United States 
securities which they may regard as most 
desirable, by compelling them, as a condition 
of continuimg the banking business, to be- 
come subscribers to the proposed 3 per cent 
loan. The subsequent amendment was 
adopted, which is designed to invite popular 
subscriptions to the loan without the inter- 
vention of syndicates or agents other than 
those of the Government. 

Of course the progress made with the 
Funding bill was in the Committee of the 
Whole, and it is just possible that some feat- 
ures of the bill may be changed when it 
comes up for final passage in the Senate, 
but this is not likely. It the bil 
shall go to the House in the shape agreed 
upon yesterday it will practieally only be 
necessary to secure concurrence in the 
eXtension of the duration of the bonds from 
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ten years to twenty years, the option remain- 
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| cept this extension, and it may be regarded 
as reasonably certain that the refunding 
bonds will be offered to the public at 3 
per cent. It is to be hoped that such 
a loan will receive prompt subscriptions and 
prove as successful as the previous refund- 
ing operations of the Government have been, 
but it is unquestionably in the nature af an 
experiment whereby a possible saving to the 
Government of from $12,000,000 to $14,000,000 
annually is involved in the success or failure. 

The Senate discussion lasted continuously 
throughout the day and till nearly midnight. 
It then became evident that the bill was 
somewhat confused, as the Senate itself had 
been for some time. During the earlv part of 
the evening the galleries were well filled, 
and the Senators manifested a dispesition to 
discourse as long as there was an audience, 
but more progress was made with 
the voting as the audience thinned out, 
The whole scheme will be in more intelligi- 
ble shape as it shall come before the Senate 
to-day for final passage, but the principal 
features of the new funding project may be 
regarded as practically fixed so far as Con- 
gress can determine the matter. 
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CURIOUS EXECUTIVE CONDUCT. 
The course taken by President Hayes in 
regard to recent appointments has excited 
considerable criticism in Washington, even 
among those who have been favorably 
disposed toward his Administration. Occa- 
sion for such criticism was-renewed and im- 
proved to-day by the announcement of the 
President’s withdrawal of Mr. Forster’s 
name, which was sent to the Senate not long 
since in place of that of Stewart L. Wood- 
ford for District-Attorney for the Southern 
Districtof New York. It is not understood 
that this withdrawal is in any sense a 
concession to publie opinion, which 
was almost unanimous in the protest 
it registered against the dropping of Gen. 
Woodford. Such action would have been a 
graceful and proper recognition of public 
opinion. But it is now alleged that the pur- 
pose of withdrawing Mr. Forster’s name is to 
substitute some other gentleman—not Gen. 
Woodford—who will be more acceptable to 
Mr. Conkling, with the hope of thereby im- 
proving the chances for the confirmation of 
Mr. Stanley Matthews as Supreme Judge. It 
is rumored that Mr. Elliott R. Shepard’s 
name will be sent in for the New York At- 
torneyship as likely to serve the end in view. 
It makes little difference, however, who may 
be nominated for the position as far as the 
principle goes. The fact remains that Gen. 
Woodford was dropped out of the service, 
though he was one of the most capable 
officers and one of the most popular Repub- 
lican leaders in the service. And if the with- 
drawal of Forster be intended to aid the con- 
formation of Mr. Matthews, it will be in the 
nature of a trade, or at least a willingness to 
trade, in appointments, which is the very 
last thing to be expected or to be excused in 
an Administration which has made such high 
pretensions to reforming the Civil Service. 

It is not probable that this or any other ef- 
fort will succeed in rescuing Mr. Stanley 
Matthews from the pocket in which the 
Judiciary Committee has placed him. It is 
possible that Mr. Conkling himself, after his 
late conference with Gen. Garfield at Mentor, 
may not be disposed to accept ahy compro- 
mise at the hands of President Hayes, for he 
may feel secure in awaiting the incoming of 
the new Administration for arranging as to 
New York appointments. At all events, 
it is currently stated in Washington 
that President Hayes exhibited unusual 
signs of annoyance and temper when 
he heard that Mr. Conkling had made a pil- 
grimage to Mentor, presumably upon invita- 
tion. There certainly seems to be a désire on 
the part of the present Administration to 
turn over the Conkling war to the succeed- 
ing Administration, and Republicans of all 
factions hope that this may be fairly averted. 
Under the circumstances, Mr. Conkling will 
hardly be inclined to patch up his disagree 
ments with President Hayes as a means to 
secure the confirmation of the latter’s favor- 
it for the highest judicial position in the 
land, Evenif Mr. Conkling were willing to 
consent to so uneven a truce, there 
are other elements of opposition to Stanley 
Matthews which he may not be able to influ- 
ence. The Judiciary Committee of the Sen- 
ate consists of Messrs. Thurman, McDonald, 
Bayard, Garland, Lamar, David Davis, Ed- 
munds, and Carpenter, besides Mr. Conkling. 
Most of these gentlemen would resent any- 
| thing in the nature of a trade in appoint- 
ments involving a position on the Supreme 
Bench, and Messrs. Thurman, MeDonald, 
Bayard, Davis, and Edmunds, a majority in 
the Committee, are understood to be opposed 
to the confirmation of Mr. Matthews under 
any circumstances, for reasons that have 
already been sufficiently detailed. It is not 
to be apprehended, therefore, that Mr. Mat- 
thews’ name will be reported by the Com- 
mittee, andin such a case President Hayes 
will have secured for himself the blame of 
having proffered a trade without having ac- 


complished the desired result.

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HOARDING OF GOLD. 


Public, a paper devoted to financial subjects, 
calls attention to the fact that gold which 
| goes out of New York seems to stay out.” 
Except a slight amount received about New 
Year’s from the Treasury in payment of in- 
terest, the stock of gold in New York has 
remained substantially unchanged since 
Christmas-Day. On Christmas the New York 
| banks and the Treasury held 8134, 392, 122 of 
gold, and on the 5th of February they held 
$134,741,500, a difference of about a quarter 
of a million of dollars only. On the 30th of 
September there were $144,000,000 held by 
the New York banks and the Treasury, but 
not one dollar of the $10,000,000 paid out in 
the meantime has ever returned. - All the 
gold received from abroad in October, No- 
vember, December, and January has also 
disappeared. The Public does not adopt the 
theory that this goldis held by the Western 
banks. On the ist of October, 1880, there was 
held by the Treasury and all the banks of the 
country, $230,614,000 of gold, and on Jan. 1, 
1881, there was held in the same institu tions 
$247,532,000, an Increase of only $16,916,000 dur- 
ing the three months. The yearly production 
of gold was $33,522,000, one-fourth of which 
was $8,380,000, and the net imports were 841, 
500,000; deducting the increase in all the 
banks and in the Treasury, and no less than 
$33,000,000 of gold vanished from sight dur- 
ing those three months. During January 
not a dollar of it had returned. Where has 
itgone? It is very evident that the gold 
which has been accumulating in the country 
tor some time is finding peaceful absorption 
in domestic repositories. Itis not put away 
in banks or savings banks, nor invested in 
bonds, nor stocks, nor in speculation. In 
fact, it is hoarded, quietly put away in sums 
ranging from $20 to $500 or $1,000, to be kept 
to meet some future payment or use. This 
hoarding is going on all over the country, 
but especially in the West. Following the 
War during the years down to the panic, 
there was an era of debt-making all over the 
Western States; within the last five years

A LEGISLATIVE BLUNDER. 

The bill to consolidate the three towns of 
Chicago into one assessment and one collec- 
tion district has been killed in the Legislature 
at Springfield, and that too by the procure- 
ment of Chicago members. The petty 
clamors of a few persistent and chronic 
office-seekers against the abolition of two 
gangs of unnecessary officers prevailed over 
the almost unanimous voice of the people 
of this city, and over every consideration of 
ethe public welfare. 

Chicago is now legally divided into three 
separate and distinct towns, and each town 
bas a separate legislative and executive Gov- 
ernment, consisting ef Assessor, Collector, 
Supervisor, and Town Clerk. These persons 
govern, control, direct, and manipulate the 
entire taxing proceedings of this great city. 
Representing territory divided by imaginary 
lines, they manage things with strange di- 
versity. The three Assessors are in- 
dependent of each other, and their 
work is as independent in its want 
of uniformity as if they represented 
States on the Pacific, on the Atlantic, and on 
the Missouri River. The greatest injustice 
and reproach of any system of taxation is its 
want of uniformity in the valuations of 
property. For twenty-five years Chicago had 
one Assessor for the entire city, and in this 
matter of uniformity in the valuation there 
was no possible complaint. There was one 
directing and governing mind controlling the 
whole work of assessment. At present there 
are three Assessors, each holding office by 
the votes of a constituency distinct and sep- 
arate from the others. Each caters to the in- 
terest of his owh section of the city at the 
expense and cost of the other sections. Every 
spring there is an election in each of these 
“towns” for these four officers, who together 
bear the title of a Board.“ Each officer 
has a salary, and two of them—the Collector 
and Assessor—haye the patronage of ap- 
pointing fifty to sixty persons. These sub- 
ordinates are about sufficient, nemerically, 
to control a convention, and hence is an ex- 
planation why the weak-kneed, cheap dem- 
agogs from this county who opposed 
and defeated this consolidation of the 
towns into one were opposed to any 
reduction of the number of elective or ap- 
pointive offices. The mob would like to 
have a Board of salaried officers in every 
ward, and there are members of the Legis- 
lature who would vote for such a job if it 
were possible. 

The bill which has been defeated proposed 
to submit the question of consolidation to the 
people of the several so-called towns,“ but, 
as there was no uncertainty as to how the 
people would vote, the bill was strangled in 
the Legislature. A vote of the people was 
the last thing that interest desired. 

If the assessment in this city could be con- 
solidated under one controlling and directing 
officer, there would be a greatly-inereased 
efficiency, accuracy, and fairness; besides, an 
increase of the amount of taxable property 
by the correction of mistakes, misdescrip- 
tions, and omissions. These results, how- 
ever, find no favor with the men who think 
the first duty of legisiators is to multiply 
offices and salaries and places for the benefit 
of possible delegates to nominating conven- 
tions. 


THE NEW SENATE. 

Whether Congress shall be called to meet 
in extra session or not, it is presumed that 
the Senate will come together shortly after 
the 4th of March for the transaction of exec- 
utive business. All the new Senators have 


been chosen except one yet to be elected by 


the Pennsylvania Legislature. The changes 
have been more in number and consequence 
than for many years before. Of twenty-five 
Senators whose terms expire but eight have 
been reélected, as follows: 


Bayard (Dem.). Del. Dawes (Rep.), Mass. 
Jones Dem.), Fiorida. | Burnside (Rep.), R. I. 
Cockrell (Dem.), Mo. McMillan (Rep.), Minn. 
Maxey Dem.), Texas. Bdadmunds (Rep.), Vt. 


Four of the reélected Senators, it will be 
seen, are Republicans and four Democrats. 
Nine Senators—seven Democrats and two 
Republicans—have been retired to private 
life by political changes in the States which 
they represent. The Democratic losses are 


far the heaviest on this account, including 


such able debaters and lawyers as Thurman, 
Eaton, McDonald, Randolph, Kernan, Bailey, 
and Wallace, while the Republicans lose only 
Bruce and Sharon, neither of whom has 
been a conspicuous figure in the Senate 
Chamber. Six other Senators—Booth, Whyte, 
Baldwin, Paddock, Withers, and Hereford— 
have been retired by the action of party cau- 
cuses; and two declined renomination—viz. : 
Hamlin and Cameron (Wis.) 

Some familiar faces will be missed from 
the Senate Chamber, On the Republican 
side Senator Hamlin is almost an historical 
character, His amiable disposition and 
courteous, old-school manners have made 
him many friends, and no stain or blemish 
can be found in his political record extend- 
ing over half a century. Another New En- 
gland Senator who does not go out, like 
Senator Hamlin, of his own volition is Mr. 
Eaton, of Connecticut. His ability is un- 
questioned, but he is not the type of man that 
might be naturally expected to represent a 
Puritan State. A bitterer Bourbon than the 
Bourbons themselves, a malignant Copper- 
head during the War and an extreme Sitate- 
sovereignty Democrat ever since,—such is 
the political character of Mr. Eaton. His 
disappearance from public life will be no loss 
to the Nation. 

The Democrats sustain their greatest loss 
in the person of Mr. Thurman, who is the 
ablest lawyer on that side of the chamber, 
and whose name will be forever associated 
with the first earnest efforts of the Govern- 
ment to control the enormous and insolent 
corporations created by its bounty and sub- 


attainments have given him an inflaence in 
the Senate Chamber that few members of 
late years have possessed. Mr. McDonald, 


of Indiana, fs also a gteat loss. He is an 


able lawyer, and a pure, upright man, and 
has reflected honor and credit on his con- 
stituency. Kernan of New York and Ran- 
dolph of New Jersey have done a large 
part of the courtesy and high-joint business 
for their party, and they will be missed espe- 
cially from the dinner-tables and evening- 
parties of the Capital. 

On the whole, the reputation of the Senate 
for ability and dignity will be well sustained 
by the new members. Eugene Haie, of 
Maine, was remarkable in the other House 
for quickness and dexterity as a debater and 
parliamentarian, but he is also a person of 
sound judgment and liberal tastes, a lawyer 
bred, and a public mau of large experience. 
He will worthily till the place of Mr. Hamlin. 
Gen. Hawley, of Connecticut, will be a de- 
cided improvement upon Eaton. The new 
Senator is a fluent and forcible speaker and 
a liberal-minded man. Mr. Conger, of Mich- 
igan, will take to the Senate Chamber a quick 
and fertile mind, a positive individuality, and 
strong political convictions. Philetus Saw- 
yer, of Wisconsin, will add to the business 
faculty and executive capacity of the Senate. 
Van Wyck, ot Nebraska, and Miller, 
of California, will compensate, at least, 
for the loss of Booth and Paddock. 
The new Senator whose career will be 
watched with most interest because his abil- 
ity has been least tested in public life is un- 
questionably Gen. Ben Harrison, of Indiana, 
whose record as a brave soldier, a successful 
lawyer, and a capital stump-speaker has 
caused great expectations to be formed con- 
cerning him. At the opposit extréme isJohn 
Sherman, of whom everything is known, and 
whose authority in financial questions will 
unquestionably have great weight. A prom- 
is new Senator on the Democratic side is 
Howell E. Jackson, of Tennessee. 

Politically the Senate, after the 4th of 
March, will be composed of thirty-seven Re- 
publicans and thirty-seven Democrats, with 
David Davis, of Illinois, and William Mahone, 
of Virginia, holding the balance of power. 
It is now generally believed that the Demo- 
crats will control the orgatiization. In 1883, 
the Republicans will gain only three mem- 
bers at the utmost, and the Democrats are 
sure to gain ohe in Louisiana; so that the 
Senate is destined for many years, unless 
new States are admitted, to be very evenly 
divided on political questions. 


THE VALUE OF MARKSM ‘ 

There is one feature of the war between the 
Boers and the English which is now going on 
in the Transvaal which is of peculiar inter- 
est, and that is the superior marksmanship 
of the Boers as compared with the English 
regulars. In almost every encounter the 
latter have outnumbered the former. and yet 
have been worsted. By their remarkable 
skill with the rifle they pick off the English 
officers, kill the horses attached to artillery 
so that it cannot be served, and empty cav- 
alry saddles with astonishmg accuracy. 
Against such an advantage as this the best 
discipline and drill are of little avail, for 
superior marksmanship at long distances will 
inevitably throw the best trained soldiers 
into confusion. An enemy who can pick off 
horses has a tremendous™advantage over 
both cavalry and artillery, for a cevalry 
charge without horses is an impossibility, 
and the use of shot and shell at a long 
range, which the English have hither- 
to used with so much effect in their 
South African wars, becomes of littie value 
when gunners and horsesare the targets of 
long-range rifles. The New York Times, in 
alluding to this feature of the Boer war, ad- 
vocates the encouragement of rifle practice, 
and urges the Legislature of New York to 
make un appropriation for that purpose. 
There is the same need in our own State, or 
eveh more, because in New York private 
aid has been given to the formation of rifie 
clubs and to the encouragement.of superior 
marksmanship. Our own Legislature, in 
voting money for the support of-the Nation- 
al Guard, ought to direct that a part of it 
shall be expended in the purchase of ammu- 
nition for target practice and the improve- 
ment of marksmanship. Our militia has its 
regular turnouts and parades, and is very 
expert in its armory drills and street shows. 
Its guns are very bright and clean, but how 
many of our militia have a skilled 
knowledge of the use of them? How 
many of them are experts in markmanship, 
or would carry off prizes for target practice? 
As the firing of a gun is its principal use and 
the hitting of a mark or an enemy its only 
object, it would seem that those who carry 
them should have this knowledge. Our 
militia ought to fire away the necessary 
roundsof ammunition every year to make 
them experts in firing from the shoulder, 
standing up, lying down, and every other 
way that is necessary. Skilled marksman- 
ship is the great secret of modern warfare, 
and is more essential than any other adjunct 
of soldiery. Our Western men will average 
closer accuracy in firing than the East- 
ern, as was shown in the War of the Re- 
bellion. For this very reason their further 
improvement in markmanship should be an 
object of pride with our State Governments, 


MR. PARNELL’S REPLY. 

It will be remembered that the Irish Land 
Leaguea few days ago passed a resolution to 
the effect that it was advisable for Mr. Par- 
nell, as the champion of the land reform 
moyement, to go to America with the object 
of securing the sympathies of the American 


people and the codperation of his own coun- |. 


trymen residing here. The resolution was 
forwarded to Mr. Parnell at Paris, and that 
gentleman has promptly ana wisely replied, 
declining to go, and affirming that his duty is 
to remain in Ireland and in Parliament dur- 
ing the present crisis. The request itsélf was 
a very extraordinary one, for already the 
sympathy of the people of this country has 
been expressed in a resolution passed by Con- 
gress, and the codpération of Irishmen has 
been generous and constant in the only form 
by which they can give it expression— 
namely: financial contribution, The press 
of this country is almost a unit in 
its denunciation of the injustice and 
cruelty with which the Irish tenants have 
been treated, and of the hardships of the 
present system of land laws. The Irish 
people have not only contributed freely to 
support the Land League, but they have 
poured money like water from their hard- 
earned wages to keep their friends in Ire- 
land from starvation and to enable them to 
come to this country. What could Mr. Par- 
nell have done if he had come here more 
than he has already done? He might travel 
the country over, as he aida year ago, and 
make speeches, but of what use would they 
be? They could not arouse any more sym- 
pathy than is already felt. He could not 
secure any increase of funds, for the people 
are already doing all they can. The only 
new result that the Land League 

hope would be to embroil the United States 
in a war with England, and secure our 
active codperation in this manner, but 
such a contingency is too remote even for 
contemplation, and too absurd to consider. 
Again, it would have been imprudent in the 
extreme for Mr. Parnell to come here and 
leave his people in the very of their 
troubles, while the Coercion is pending 


and a Law-Reform bill is soon to come up |

tute leader in the very time of greatest need. 


Mr. Parnell's decision to stay at home was 
wise therefore. 

The letter which he has written in reply to 
the resolution of the Land League shows 
that he is a wise counselor, and one who 
cannot be spated. His recommendation 
‘that we should steadfastly labor on, deep- 
ening the lines and widening the area of our 
agitation, appealing to the great masses of 
the population of England and Scotland, who 
are much less represented in the House of 
Commons than the masses in Ireland,— 


appealing, I say, against territorialism and 


shopocracy, which dominate Parliament, to 
the workingmen and agricultural laborers of 
Britain, who surely have no interest in the 
misgovernment and persecution of Ireland.“ 
is sound to the core, Agitation—constant, 
energetic agitation, in season and out of 
season—is the great remedy for Ireland. En- 
glish democracy has not yet been system- 
atically appealed to, and now that household 
suffrage is a near event that democracy, 
which has suffered, though not so severely, 
from the same causes which have cursed Ire- 
land, would be a strong power in’alliauce 
with the tenant farmé@rs of that country. He 
sums up the policy to be pursued in five 
words that should be the vatech-cry of the 
Irish people in this great struggle: Open 
organization and passive resistance,” and on 
this policy he says:

Their 
passive endurance under suffering, their pro- 
tests against wrong and injustice, their agi- 
tation openly conducted and within the limits 
of the law, will commend them to the respect 
and sympathy of the world, and if they are 
wise they will give heed to the suggestions 
of Mr. Parnell and follow them to the very 
letter.

The investigations into the State system of 
grain iospection which have been conducted at 
Springfield for the past few days have attracted 
more or less attention on the Board of Trade. 
The question was asked yesterday: What does 
the Board think of the testimony offered by the 
grain receivers?’ 

The reply was a wink and a smile, with an in- 
timation that such grimaces were generally em- 
ployed on the Board in answer to similar ques- 
tions. A reporter called on several members to 
give their individual opinions on the subject. 
They were for the most part willing to talk. 

The reporter called at the office of

larwe receivers: 

What do you think of the testimony offered 
at Springfield in regard to the grain inspection 
in Chicago?” 

“So far as we know, Mr. Parker and Mr. Link

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PROHIBITION DON’T FPRO- 
HIBIT. 


Experience of Michigan under the 
Prohibition and License Systems—A 
Mass of Significant Facts for Tee- 


totalers to Study. 

Detrott Post and Tribune, Feb. 14. 

The subject of dealing with the liquor traffic 
is one for practical rather than sentimental 
treatment. .And, therefore, in seeking to reach 
an intelligent decision, all facts bearing on the 
case should be given especial weight. 

At the close of the year 1874 Michigan had on 
its statute-books one of the must stringent pro- 
hibitory liquor laws ever passed by any State. The 
practical results of this legislation were thus 
described in the message of Gov. Bagley, trans- 
mitted to the Legislature at the commencement 
of the session of 1875: | . 

The United States revenue department report 
6,444 places in this State eng in the business 
of sell liquors. Their receipts must average 
$20 per day each, or over $38,000,000 per annum, 
a sum three times greater than all taxes of 
every nature levied in the State. Four years’ 
receipts would build every railroad in the State. 

On the statute books of the State stands a pro- 
hibitory liquor law, the constitucionality of 
which has been affirmed and reatiirmed by the 
Supreme Court, which deciares this whole busi- 
ness legal, and each one of the prin 
liable to tine and imprisonment. Not less than 
5.500 persons are daily violating this law. If 
5.000 or 1,000 persons were daily viviating the law 
as to petty larceny there would be arrests with- 
out number. What makes the difference? Is 
it not the fact that public sentiment sustains 
the one and not the other? Every good citizen 
abbors drunkenness and shudders at the 
countiess evils that follow in its train. 
But ws it not evident that the large 
majority are not in sympathy with our 
present legislation, which attempts to 
— 2 It, and so utterly falls in its object? 

‘here will always be drinking and drunkenness. 
We cannot hope by any agency to stop it entire- 
ly. But with the moral support of the great 
teachers of home, school, and press, can we not 
have the aid of intelligent legislation that will 
diminish the intemperate use of liquor? Why 
not recognize the fact that there is a difference 
between drinking and drunkenness, and put in 
the statutes laws regulating the sale of{liquors? 
I behalt of temperance and sobriety, 
of good morals and maniy living, .... I 
urge ali men of different opinions to get together 
on common ground and make the experiment. 

In 1875 the License Liquor-Tax law was passed, 
and the first fruits of this change in the policy 
of the State were thus described in the retiring 
message of Gov. Bagiey, addressed to the Legis- 
lature of 1877: 

The License law of 1875, providing tor the 
regulation and taxation of the liquor traffic, has 
been in operation nearly two years. It was the 
purpose of the friends of this act not only to 
regulate but to restrain the traflic in strong 
drink, that had 1 to be, under other laws, 
the greatest evil of the day. For the purpose of 
ascertaining what bas been accomplis under 
it, I addressed the Treasurer of each county, 
asking for full details of the operation of the 
present License law iu their respective coun- 
ties. The information received is as near com- 
plete as can be expected. In 1875 the number 
assessed as reported to me was 4,974. Of these 
4,215 paid the tax, amounting to $421,462. It is 
altogether probable that those who have not 
puid have retired from the business. In 1876 the 
number assessed was 4,553. Of these 3,385 are 
reported as having paid the tax, amounting to 


$584,387. 

The collectors of (UCuited States) internal re v- 
enue report the number of persous assessed in 
1876 by the general Government as dealers in 
liquor at 5.488, but this includes druggists, who 
as a rule are not assessed under State law; the 
number in Ie was 6,444, showing a decrease of 
1,108 in two gears. It is evident, therefore, that the 
act of 1875 has decreased the of places where 
liquor in god very largely. 

The official reports of the police officers of De- 
troit, Grand Rapids, East Saginaw, and Jackson 
report 3,974 arrests for drunkenness in 1874, 3,22 
in 1875, 2,228 for 1876. is 0 en- 
ness and of places where humantty ts made r 

f, and dollars traded for degradation, must be 
gratifying to everycitaen. The reportsshow very 
generally that behind this License law there isa 

ublic sentiment that says enforce it. 

ntemperance is the danger of the hour. It feeds 
prisons and poor-houses, destroys morais and 
manhood, and cancer-like eate away the life of 
the individual and Nation. Law will not stop 
its ravages. but it may be made an instrument 
that will lessen its evil work, and this I believe 
our present law is doing. 

The messages of Gov. Croswell do net give in 
any detail the statistics showing the practical 
workings of this License law, but the pa ph 
relating to this subject in his message of 1870 
closed with this sentence: 

lam advised that the law has had the effect to 
pe reduce the number of places where liquor 
is sold. 

In Gov. Croswell's retir message last month 
this statement covering all Michigan, with the 
exception of a few remote and small counties, 
Was given: 

The total number of dealers iu seventy coun- 
ties paying . license-tax under Act No. 298, 
laws of 1879, during the year closing Dec. 1, 1880, 
is 3,654; total amount of tax received by sevent 
County Treasurers during the same period, 
$478,207.81. The following counties have as yet 
failed to report: Benzie, Chippewa, Delta, Glad- 
win, Isle Royal, Schoolcraft, Wexford. 

These extracts from official documents contain 
in themselves an argument against the substi- 
tution of prohibition tor license taxation which 
has never yet been anawered,

‘A COWARDLY MURDER.

LOUISVILLE, Ly., Feb. 17.—Harry Clemmons 
was shot fatally in a suburb of this city, known 
at California, at noon to-day by William Hardy. 
The two are young men,and met by chance, 
Clemmons crossing the street to meet Hardy. 
The latter, after answering a friendly 
greeting, produced a pistol which. de 
pointed towards Clemmons. The latter, who had 
previously expressed a desire to know of Hardy 
why he had defamed his sister, immediately 
grappled with Hardy, throwing him heavily to 
the ground. A sharp scuffle followed, Hardy 
succeeding in holding his pistol, and finally dis- 
charging it in the face of Clemmons. The ball 
entered bis brain. Clemmons never spoke aft-- 
erward, and, after great suffering, died this aft- 
ernoon. Clemmons was a brakeman and Hardy 
a machinist, both being employés of the Louis- 


ville & Nashville Railway.

LOUISVILLE, Feb. 17.—William Hardy and 
Harry Clemmons quarreled over an all re- 
mark made by Hardy about Martina Clemmons, 
Harry's sister. They bad never come to blows 
over the affair until to-day. when they met’ ou 
the street. Clemmons said: Let's settle that 
matter now, Billy.“ Hardy yom — stepped 
back and pulled out a pistol from his hip pocket 
and held it towards Clemmons. Before he 
could use it Clemmons clinched with bim arid en- 
deavored to get the weapon out of bis band. 
They grapp! with each other, and in the 
wrestle that followed Clemmens threw Hardy 
tothe ground and fell on top of him, still en- 
deavoring to get his hands on the pistol. While 
they were in this position Hardy reached 2 
with the weapon, which was already cocked, 
and, bringing the muzzle against Clemmons’ 
head, pulled the trigger. Clemmons’ hold re- 
laxed, and he fell like a beef upon the breast of 
the murderer, who worked himself out from 
under the re and, putting the pistol in his 
pocket, walked rapidly away. Clemmons died 
this afternoon. He was never conscious after 
being shot. 


DRUNKEN ROU GHS SHOT.

Muncie, Ind., Feb. 17.—About midnight last 
night a serious and perhaps fatal shooting affray 
occurfted at a bagnio run by Mrs. Beile Nichols 
on South Plum street. William Wirt and 
Sutton are young, drunken bummers. Being 
drunk’ last night they called at Mrs. Nichols 
ranch and demanded admittance, which being 
refused by Lizzie Collins,.one of the girls, the 
callers commenced breaking in the deor, when 
Mrs. Nichols, with a smali seven-shooting pistol 
in hand, went to the door and threatened to shoot 
them if they did not leave. The doof was soon 
broken iu, when Sutton was shot in the face 
twice, through the right hand twice, and once in 
the right arm. The three latter wounds were 
received by shielding his face with his arm ana 
hand. Wirt was shot oncein the left cheek, the 
bullet passing downward and lodging in the jaw- 
bone. Had the pistol been larger. both men 
would have been instantly killed, Mrs. 
Nichols did not stop fi until 
her ammunition was exhausted. Sutton 
was assisted home by a passer-by. His 
wounds are very serious, one entering the cavi- 
ty of the left eye, and ~~ op upward and 
lodged.

The scene of the shooting is 
strewn with blood. Mrs. Nichols does not regret 
her action, but says she wished she had succeed- 
ed in killmg both men.

When the 
landiords found in 1847 that it was not safe to 
evict Presbyterians, they began to raise the 
rents, so that now “free sale amounted to 
nothing. In America rent was merely interest 
upon investments. If a mas in Lili bireda 
farm, be paid the owner one-third or one-fourth 
of the crop or a ney — alent; but in Ire- 
land sometimes, little farms in 
the west had raised a food crop 
of potatoes and the potatoes were sold 
at the highest market price, they would not 
bring enough to pay the rent. The Iliinois 
farmer, if he rented a farm, got it in first-class 
condition; there was a house, barn, and stabies, 
and it was all fenced in ana ready for the piow. 
But im Ireland the tenant got a piece of spewy 

or barren hillside, and as soon as be re- 
claimed it the rent was increased. The laud- 
lords for 250 years had done nothing but take 
rents, without rendering any service to the 
country or recognizing aoy duty to the tenant. 
The poor tenant, who tived on t t diet, 
and whose wife went barefooted, knew that his 
ancestors Owned the land. These landlords were 
originally given land to establish the Engtish 
power, but nowadays the English had to protect 
them, and were getting sick of it, and if this 
agitation kept on they would get very much 
more sick of it. [Applause.] It was true that 
meetings were being beldin Ulster to denounce 

tne Land League, but they were 
chiefly by Orange clergymen and mill-owners, 
and attended maiuly by the mill-serfs, who were 
obliged to go to piease their employers. The idea 
was ingeniously spread in America that all 
Protestants weve Orangemen in Ireland. That 
was a mistake. For instance, Parnell was a 
Protestant, but he certainly was = an Orange- 
man, The Orangemen were the — of 
the English power. He had been 10 ladies 
and rentieinen all over the United States that 
they bought Irish linen for the purpose of eu- 
couraging the maaufactures of the old country. 
They never made a greater mistake. There was 
no Irish linen; it was Orange linen: and he 
hoped no woman in America who had a drop of 
Irish blood in her veins would buy another yard 
of it until the Orangemen joined the the Lana 
League.

In the East of Ireland there was a cusfom en- 
tirely different from the Uster custom. The 
eastern part of Ireland was unrivaled for loveli- 
ness and fertility. Once it was densely 
* 2 but. in 1847, when the land- 

rds saw the people perishing, they refused 
to hold out a hand to help them. As soon as the 
poor people failed to pay their rent they were 
driven out without a shilling yf compensation, 
and had either to go into the poor-house or die in 
exile. The landlords then consolidated these 
littie holding into large farms and let them out 
to Scotch and Bngtish graziers and well-to-do 
Irish farmers. Hence it happened that when 
there was suffering in the West of Ireland there 
was none in the East of Ireland, because in the 
east the people had been driven out aud bullocks 
and sheep turned in. Down to 1870 the land- 
lords there refused to give leases, but in that 
year, in consequence of Mr. Gladstone's Land 
bitl, they comvelied their tenants to take leases. 
That bill was an attempt to extend the Uister 
custom over a few Catholic counties, but it pro- 
vided that if a tenant were capriciously evicted 
the landiord must 


PAY HIM SEVEN YEARS’ RENT 
and compeusation for improvements made in 
twenty-one years. In Ulster they could not be 
evicted at all, and the proposed compensation 
amounted to nothing at all. Mr. Gladstone now 
proposed to extend his last Land bill still 
further; but after their experience of 
it the Irish people neither wanted him 
nor his bill. [Applause.] The Uster 
tenants got the benefit of all the improvements 
his forefathers bad piaced on the farm for seven 
generations. Gladstone stated in his bill that 
twenty-one years would be enough for the 
Catholics. That was the reason they didn't take 
any stock in Gladstone.

The tenants who had formerly been compelled 
to do dirty work for their landiords had had 
spirit enougb put into them by the Land League 
to induce them to refuse such sert-labor any 
longer. Boycott's place was the first in Ireland 
where the tenants dared to strike against the 
landlord's agent. He had become the agent for 
six land) s, and compelled the tenants to 
work for such oom sation as he chose to give. 
He made them work for $2.25 a week, and if they 
transgressed any of his regulations he fined 
them. The priest of the parish was the Presi- 
dent of the Land League, and encouruged the 
tenants to stand up against him. The Irish 
women in that neighborhood wore petticoats of 
red or blue flannel, and a best one of white. 
They waved those as signais when they wanted 
their neighbors to come to their assistance; if 
they waved the white or blue it meant no dan- 
ger, but if the red one was waved it meant 
that the * process-server”’ was there, and that 
the nenmhbors were invited to come and 
bring something with them to drive bim off. 
Boy vott’s attempt to ree process on his ten- 
ants led to his being ially excommunicated, 
and his process-server was rather contume- 
liously treated. The lecturer stated that by his 
advice the shopkeepers refused to sell goods 
toany man who took afarm from which an- 
other had been evicted; the priests sustained 
them in this action; and this system of excom- 
munication was what was called Boycotting.”’

SOCIAL SCIENCE 
FINE ARTS IN RELATION TO EDUCATIONAL LN- 
DUSTRY. 

The Woman's Social Science Association of 
Ulinois held a regular meeting yesterday af ter- 
noon in the legture- room of the First M. E. 
Church. The attendance was rather small. in- 
cluding oniy about of fifteen ladics and three 
or four gentiemen. 

Mr. Enoch Root read an interesting paper on 
the subject, “Fine Arts in Relation to Educa- 
tional Industry.“ He deplored the fact that 
this Nation was so far behind all others in the 
matter of art-education, but explained that this 
could, of course, be accounted for by the fact 
that the Nation was still in ite infancy. He 
should suppose, bowever, that the people would 
get tired ot sending millions of dollars to Europe 
every year to secure things which might just as 
well produced at home. Exhibition-galleries, 
museums of art, and art- schools should be es- 
tablished, through public and private means, as 
a financial scheme for the Nation. if for nothing 
else. England advanced from the second place 
in 1851 to the first piace in 1867, and the United 
States should learn a lesson from her. Of all the 
great cities in this country, Chicago was the 
worst provided with opportunities for the devel- 
opment of artistic work and culture. Even St. 
Louis surpassed ber. 

Mr. Root then gave interesting statistics on 
the subject as pertaining to fine-art education 
in European cities and cities of this country. 

Brief discussion followed the reading of this 
paper, when Mr. S. G. Pratt read a paper which 
went to show why the Government should pat- 
ronize or 
FOSTER MUSIC FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE PEOPLE. 
He believed in a more liberal policy being pur- 
sued by our legisiators in fostering a taste for 
music. He believed if as much attention was 
bestowed by our Park Commissioners upon pro- 
viding bands of musicin our parks as upon the 
making of fortunes for real-estate speculators 
it would be better for the community at large. 
There would be less crime in our midst. the 
economy of sustaining good moral places ot 
amusement was pointed out. Among other in- 
teresting things, the speaker said that we need 
an opera that is not an exotic, but indigenous to 
the soil,—one in which we shall not witness the 
absurd spectacic of our own people singing 
in a tongue that none of the au- 
dience understand, thus repeating the custom 
in the medieval times of performing dramas in 
Latin and Greek. We need this opera supported 
by a local chorus and orchestra, which will in- 
sure better representations at a cheaper rate of 
admission, so that clerks can go without rob- 
bing their employers, and mechanics and labor- 
ers can enjoy it as well.“ 

e Association then adjourned until the 
third Thursday in March. 

The March meeting of the Association will be 
under the auspices of the Comu.ittee on Philan- 
thropy, and the topic then to be considered is 
“The Care of Dependent and Delinquent Chil- 
dren.” Mrs. M. E. Rockwell, Superintendent of 
the Wisconsin Industrial School, will read a pa- 
per on the economic aspect of the question, and 
other repurts and papers wili be submitted. 

The biennial meeting of the Association will 
be held at Cairo, April, 19, 20, and 21, and the 
program for that meeting. which promises to be 
avery entertaining and profitabie one, will be 
announced at the March meeting.

THE CENTRAL OF NEW JERSEY. 

An Associated Press dispatch announces the 
election of Jay Gould and Sidney Dillon as Di- 
rectors of the Central Railroad of New Jersey. 
This confirms the rumors that prévailed for the 
last few days that Jay Gould bad secured the 
possession or control of this valuable property. 
What Gould's objects are in securing control of 
this road are not known at this time. His prin- 
cipal desire, however, was to secure the superior 
terminal facilities on the Hudson River, which 
this road enjoys, and thus be prepared to handle 
the business at New York, should he decide to 
extend his aystem of roads to that point,and this 
action would indicate that he means to take such 

or he would have no use for 
Both the Pennsylvania Railroad 
and the Baltimore & Ohio have been anxious to 
secure control of this property, and the latter 
Company may be seriously inconvenienced b 
this outcome of the matter. Delaware 
Bound Brook Railroad connects the New Jersey 
Central with the North Philadeiphia, and is 
operated under a tripartite agreement of the 
companies — This route has been used 
by the Baltimore & Ohio for the last few 
months between Philadelphia & New York, and 
enabled it to work independently of the Pennsyi- 
vania Railroad, which Com y's line it had 
previously used as its New York outlet. The 
diverting of the Baltimore & business to 
the Bound Brook route greatly 
the ire of the Pennsylvania Railroad, and as the 
Bound Brook route through the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company's yards at 
Philadeiphia, the latter did its best to delay the 
trains of the Baltimore & Ohio by switching 
trains about the time when the trains of the lat- 
ter road were due. This fight bas already caused 
a great deal of litigation and bad biood, and an 
open war between the two Companies has been 
expected for sometime past. But the change 
in the ownership of the Central of New Jersey 
may bring about a decided change in the atti- 
tude between the Baltimore & Ohio and Pennsys!1- 
vauia Railroads. Had the Pennsylvania Rai 
obtained contro? of the New Jersey Central, it 
would have simply deprived the Itimore & 
Ohio of an outlet to New York, as it 
would then have had control of all 
lines between Philadeiphia and New 
York. But now it remains with Jay 
Gould to say whether the Baitimore & Ohio is to 
use the Bound Brook route hereafter or not. 
While Gould is supposed to be friendly to the 
Peousyivania Kailroad and is associated with 
Col. Thomas A. Scott in the management of the 
Texas Pacific, yet it is not probable that he loves 
the Pennsylvunia sufficieutly to break an ar- 
rangement with the Baltimore & Ohio, which is 
worth a deal of money to bis New Jersey 
Central. Gould bas never been known to injure 
himself simply to benefit hia friends, and it is 
therefore fair to suppose that the Baltimore & 
Ohio will be permitted to run its trains from 
Philadelphia to New York via the Bound 
Brook route hereafter, and, therefore, the 
change in managemeut ot the Central of 
New Jersey is likely to be more 
disastrous to the Pennsylvania interests than 
those of the Baltimore & Ohio. 

The total length of lines owned, leased, and 
operated by the Central Railroad of New Jersey 
is 385 miles. Besides the lines to Philadelphia, 
Tuckerton, Bayside, ete., along the New Jersey 
seaboard, it has a line direct west to§ a connec- 
tion with the Lehigh Valley Railroad. Gould 
has evidently an eye on this road, aiso, and will 
then form such other lines in Western New 
York as to secure an independent outlet for the 
Wabash all the way to New York and Philadeli- 


phia.

CALIFORNIA SOUTHERN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Bosrox, Feb. 17.—The California Southern 
Railroad will to-morrow issue a circular inviting 
subscriptions to the new stock and bonds. The 
road is organized for the purpose of building a 
standard gauge railrvadand telegraph line from 
San Diego toa connection with the Atlantic & 
Pacific in California. The construction of this 
lige will enable San Diego to at once assume the 
position for which it possesses natural advan- 
tages,—that of the Pacific Ocean terminus for 
the Southern system of trans-continental roads, 
affording a route between the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans some four hundred miles shorter 
then by the way of San Francisco. To se- 
cure the construction of. this road the 
citizens of San Miego have donated to the Com- 
pany a land subsidy valued at $1,000,000, includ- 
ing two tracts of land for terminal facilities— 
one of 200 acres and one of sixty acres—at dif- 
ferent portions of the harbor, and comprising 
the best commercial water front on the bay. 
The donations also include a large number of 
city blocks and lots and one-half of the National 
Ranche, consisting of about 10,000 acres, located 
directly upon the bay and valued at $50 an acre. 
The San Diego Land and Town Company has been 
formed with a capital stock of $1,500,000, 
diyided into 15,000 shares of a par value of $100 
each. All the land secured by the railroad com- 
pany, except about 300 acres needed for ter- 
minal facilities and right of way. will be con- 
veyed to this Company, togetner with similar 
lands owned by other parties, aggregating about 
40,000 acres, vatued at from $30 to $0 an acre. 
The California: Southern Railroad Company will 
be entitled as its proportion to about 7,000shares 
of the capital stock of the Land and Town Com- 
pany, about 3,000 shares to be delivered upon 
organization and the balance when the Com- 
pany shall have completed 116 miles of its road. 
according to present agreements, which will 
entitle the Railroad Company to receive the full 
amount of its donations. It is expected that 
this length of road will be completed Jan, 1. 
The California Southern Raiirqgad Company will 
issue upon its line bonds limited to the amount 
of $25,00u per mile of constructed road, running 
forty years, bearing interest at 6 per cent, 
secured by a first mortgage upon all property, 
franchises, and stock at the rate of $25,000 
per mile. The Company offers in connection 
with this subscription to its stock $2,088,000 of 
these tirat-mortgage bonds at the rate of $18,000 
per mile to cover the estimated cost of the first 
116 miles of its reserving in the treasu 
bonds at the rate of $7,000 per mile. There will 
also remain unsubscribed for an amount of cap- 
ital stock equal to $7,000 per mile, which, to- 
gether with the resse bonds

road. Each subscriber of $1,100 will receive ten 
shares of the par value of $1,000 each of the ca

A RECESS PROPOSED.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 17.—When the 
House met this morning Dysart, of Lee, 
offered a joint resolution providing for an ad- 
journment from Friday until Wednesday, in 
honor, presumably, of Washington’s birth- 
day.

When a Legislature 
shut down on - litigation and pre- 
vented a poor man from becoming 
poorer through the eternal payment 
of court costs, lawyers’ fees, etc., it did him 
a favor, and not an injury. He had heard of 
an old German who swore he would get 
justice in America, but, if he couldn't do that, 
would get it in Germany, and, if not there, 
then in hell. (Great laughter.) ‘The natural 
disposition of man was to appeal, and the 
sooner the Legislature did something to 
check this growing spirit of litigation, the 
better. 

Youngblood, of Franklin, took the other 
side, and argued in favor of 

THE RIGHT OF APPEAL FOR EVERYBODY, 
no matter how small the case might seem to 


After a good deal more talk on both sides, 
Olwin, of Crawford, moved to refer the bill 
to the Committee on Judicial Department. 

The motion brought Herrington, of Kane, 
to his feet. Without mincing words, he pro- 
ceeded to denounce the bill as in the interest 
of lawyers, of cheap litigation, and of breed- 
ing neighborhood disturbances. He was 
glad the motion to commit had been made, 
for in committing the bill he saw its early 
death. 

Morris, of Hardin. and one or two others 
who were smarting more or less under 
Mann's reflections on the legal craft, took 
pains to deny that lawyers were shysters or 
were engaged in legislating purely in their 
own interest. 

MeWilliams moved to lay the motion te re- 
commit on the table. Carried. 

Gregg, of Saline, the author of the bill,

in an ingenious if not entirely disingenuous 
speech. 

The motion to strike out the appeals sec- 
thon was defeated by a vote of 67 yeas and 73 
nays, and the friends of the bill somewhat 
gingerly congratulated themselves over the 
close shave.

Kelly, of Perry, undismayed by the fate 
of his bil to put the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners on short allowances, got in 
another, on the salary question, which wasn’t 
quite so bad. It provided for ex-Officio Com- 
missioners in the persons of the Secretary of 
State and the Attorney-General and three 
others, to receive a salary of $2,000 instead 
of $1,500, as he first proposed, with a Secre- 
tary, to be paid not more than $1,000, instead 
as he first proposed, of 8600. What he 
piled on in the way of salary, however, he 
shaved off from the expense account by in- 
serting a line restricting office expenses to 


$2200. 

Herrington, of Kane, introduced a bill pro- 
hibiting Recorders and their deputies from 
recording any written paper relating to the 
title of real estate unless the same be ac- 
knowledged and proven the same as deeds or 
conveyances of real estate, and declaring pa- 
pers which are not so recorded null and void.

and sent up a bill to prevent change of rates 
for freight by railroad or transportation com- 
panies without notice thereof, and to pro- 
vide for the punishment of the same. The 
bill makes it unlawful for any railroad com- 
pany, association, or any body owning or 
operating a railroad in Lllinois, or in any 
other manner conveying or transporting 
freight from point to point in the 
State, to change the published tariff 
of rates except after publication of 
the new tariff. The new schedule is 
to be posted in each freight depot 
along the line of road at least sixty days 

fore the contemplated change is to take 
place. The penalty for a violation of these 

rovisions is a fine of from $500 to 810,000. 

he Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
and Attorney-General are charged with the 
dey of enforcing the provisions of the bill.

TOPICS OF INTEREST. 
REGULATING THE PAY OF MEMBERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 17.—Murphy, of 
Perry, offered aresolution some days ago 
providing for the submission to the people of 
a constitutional amendment fixing the pay 
of members of the General Assembly at $500 
per regular session and $4 a day during extra 
sittings, with mileage of 10 centsa mile for 
both regular or extra sessions. The Judiciary 
Committee took it up this afternoon, and 
gave it a wide discussion. Some of the 
members wanted the pay for regular ses- 
sions put up as high as $1,000 and $1,500, but 
the Committee thought that entirely too 
rich for the average member’s blood, and 
finally agreed to recommend $750 for a regu- 
lar session, instead of $500, and to leave the 
mileage and per diem for extra sessions as 
they stood in the resolution.

Chafee 
is the author of a resolution himself,—one 
introduced very early in the session,—which

KENTUCKY LOTTERIES. 


The Supreme Court of That State De- 
cides that Simmons & Dickinson's 
Lottery is Legal. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 17.—For some time 
past a relentless warfare has been waged on all 
lotteries by the authorities bere, and it had been 
thought that Kentucky would soon enjoy a rare 
immunity from their traffic, but to-day the head- 
quarters of Simmons & Dickinson, lottery man- 
agers, have been aglow with jollification, made 
su by an opinion of the Supreme Court of the 

State, which decides them to be the sole parties 

authorized to conduct a lottery under the 

Frankfort lottery grant. There has been a 

three-cornered “ Kilkenny cat fight over this 

grant for the past three years. Three different 
companies have been operating under the grant. 

The competing companies have had the air and 

courts eromatic with injunctions for three 

years, and a history of the suit is not uninter- 
esting. The Kentucky Legislature gave the 

City of Frankfort permission to raise $100,000 by 

lottery to support its schools. The city sold the 

grant to Simmons & Dickinson, of New York, 
who undertook to raise the money forit. There 
was a reserved clause in the contract which ex- 
empted Simmons & Dickinson from the pay- 
ments to the city pending any litigation by 
which the managers were hindered in conduct- 
ing the lottery. The Legislature several years 
ago passed a law repealing all lottery grants. 

Simmons & Dickinson were indicted shortly aft- 

erward, and made no payment to the City of 


Frankfort while they were in the courts. Upon 
this the latter rescinded its coutract, and made 
anew one with Murray, Miller & Co., now Mur- 
ray, France & Co. Several lottery classes were 
het read sold which came into the bands of G. 

. Barrow & Co,, who began conducting sin- 
gie-number lottery. The Commonwealth in- 
dicted them, and they were all fined quite 
heavily. Meantime Simmons: & Dickinson's 
bondsmen prayed for injunctions aguinst the 
Barrows. Tho Court dismissed the petition, but 
decided that Simmons & Dickinson owned & per 
cent of the grant, and that the Barrows were 
conducting an illegal lottery, which could 
not affect Simmons & Dickinson's rights. 
In the Criminal Court here Judge 


Jackson dismissed indictments against Simmous 


& Dickinson, and held Murray, France & Co. 
Both these decisions were to-day affirmed. The 
Court also decided that the repeniing act was 
unconstitutional and could not affect Simmons’ 
rights, which had previously become vested. 
This gives Simmons & Dickinson's lottery the 
coun tenance of every ible Kentucky tri- 
bunal, it having now three decisions in its favor. 
In the meantime the proud oid Commonwealth 
can make up her mind to have lotteries for sume 
years to come.

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THE JACKSONS. 


An Ex-Horse Dealer’s Wife Un- 
expectedly Comes to 
Town. 


Her Husband’s Quiet Proceedings for 
a Divorce Suddenly Inter- 


rupted. 


She Alleges Unusual Frailty on the 
Part of Her Erring Hus- 


Not many months ago there was chronicled in 
these columns something about the very irreg- 
ular and improper maneuvres in Chicago of one 
H. W. Jackson, an individual who hailed from 
the barren and rugged domain of her Majesty 
beyond the St. Lawrence. Mr. Jackson ap- 
peared before the public at that time in numer- 
ous unfavorable lignts,—at one time as a dealer 
in dilapidated horses, which he sold to the un- 
suspecting as blooded stock, and at another 
time as a gentieman who occupied his leisure 
time in paying assiduous attention to other 
men's wives. He was described then as a man 
of rather prepossessing appearance, about 40 
years old, of scrupulous attire, and, so far as 
was positively known, a bachelor. 

Mr. Jackson is destined once more to be held 
up tothe public gaze, and, as before, in a light 
by no means enviable. This time, bowever, he 
appears us W. W. Jackson, and, beyond any 
question, as a who has not always enjoyed 
single blessed ness. 

During last October Mr. Jackson filed in the 
Circuit Court, before Judge Barnum, 

A BILL FOR DIVORCE 

from his wife on the groundof desertion, de- 
claring that afterdue and diligent inquiry he 
had been enabled to discover her whereabouts. 
In this bill bis name first appeared us H. W. 
Jackson and that of his wife as Isubelia Jack- 
son. After the names had been so published in 
the law record reports of the dally newspapers, 
the bill was amended so as to present names 
of W. W. Jackson and Susan A. Jackson, the 
correct names. 

The amendment, however, did not get into the 
dailies, this being a customary omission; 80 
if Susan A. saw the first report she would have 
no idea that she was the lady who was said to 
have deserted her liege lord, and would accord- 
ingly take no measures to make an answer. The 
regular publication notice was inserted in the 
Hyde Park papers, and the slimness of the 
chance of Susan A. seeing the notive there need 
not be stated. 

When the suit was institued Mrs. vackson was 
in New York City, and it was through the medi- 
um of acquaintances here she learned how 
her name was figuring in a legal proceeding in 
Chicago. Before any default was taken by Mr. 
Jackson His wife notified Mr. W. O. Robinson, 
the attorney, to enter her appearance, and about 
four weeks ago she arrived in Chicago with 
her eldest daughter, a handsome young lady 
of about 7. and, through ber attorney, filed a 
cross- bill and a petition for alimony and solicit- 
ors fees. An answer to all this was duly filed 
by the other side. 

Mrs. Jackson is a refined lady of about 55 
years, and quite attractive in 9 and 
manner. Her present home is at No. 1551 Michi- 
gan avenue. She bas, during her brief stay in 
Chicago, managed to herself of docy- 
mentary and other evidence which not only 
smacks of 

A RICH, SENSATIONAL FLAVOR, 
but will prove of 4 value in the divorce suit, 
which is still pending. 

The cro@-biil filed by Mrs. Jackson incorpo- 
rates a great dea: of what she and her attorney 
have learned during the past few weeks; and 
from this croas- bill, together with the testimony 
of a witness beard yesterday in 8 of a mo- 
tion in the case, and also from story par- 
rated by Mrs. Jackson, the following wouid ap- 
pear to be about the situation: 

W. W. Jackson is a grandnephew of the Eu- 
glish poet, Wardsworth, and his wife was the 
daughter of a prominent legal official in the 
County of Simcoe, Canada. The two were mar- 
ried in that county in 1863, Mr. Jackson being at 
that time euvgaged in the manufacture 
ot malt. For the first’ few years their 
married life was a tolerably happy 
one, but finally the husband took to neglecting 
bis better- bal in the most singularand unex- 
pected manner,—neglected to provide ber and 
the children (their uuton had been fruitful to the 
extent of six) with sufficient food, and would 
even lock them ull up in the rooms they occu- 
pied while he was attending to nis malt busi- 
ness. On ope occasion, the cross-bill alleges, 
when Mrs. Jackson was about to be contined, 
her husband refused to provide ber with medi- 
cal attendance or with a nurse; and at another 
time, as is also alleged in the cross-b'll, he

and threatened to break every bone in her body. 
Then it was that she returned to ber father's 
house for a brief period, and while there 
her husband offered to supply der 
regularly with money if se would 
consent to take the children, oniy four of whom 
were living, and liye without bim. Of course 
she consented, and Jackson left Canada for this 
country. Since that time—i#875—hbe has never 
seen his wife or atfurded her the least financial 
assistance. Sbe went to New Yor City in the 
course of two years, and was obliged to have her 
three youngest children taken charge of by 
Orphan 222 of New York and Brooklyn: 
By bard labor and with the assistance of friend 
she managed to eke out a respectable existence 
for hesself and eldest daughter. Finally word 
was sent to her that Jackson was dead, and for 
two years she believed that be was. Then came 
the news of the divorce suit and the visit of the 
lady to Chicago. 

For about a year after he left Canada Jackson 
was trying bis fortunes out in the Far West, evi- 
dently without much success, for he = of seem in 
Chicago in 1876. Soon after his arrival bere the 
busband of Mrs. Illinois Loomis, who was then 
living on Osgood avenue, sued for a divorce 
from bis wife, alleging that she had been too 
intimate with other men, or. at least, with an- 
other man. The decree wus granted, and after- 
ward, as an evidence of the fact that Mr. L. had 
not been mistaken in his beliefs, came the 
knowledge that his late wife and Mr. Jackson 
were keeping house towether, ulthough no mar- 
riage ceremony bad prefaced this arrangement. 
it lasted somewhere in the neighbornood of 
eighteen months, and was marked by the 
advent of a new life, which, however, lingered 
only a few days in this world. About this time 
came the exposé of Mr. Jackson's peculiar deal- 
ings in horseftlesh, already alluded to, and Mr. 
Jackson's introduction to the Chicago public.

ing consists iu the absense of it, just as our first- 
class caterers, when they serve you a 
roll of cheese from some Western 
manufactory and call it Neufchatel, will 
tell you, through their waiter, that 
the absence of the semi-acidity and sharp 
twinge of the creamy cylinder is the surest 
proof that it is genuine, There is much truth 
in this. Unable tospeak a passionate passage 
passionately, many of our actors have voted 
passionate acting rant, and the critic has 
echoed it. The practice is with most of our act- 
ors to preserve most sedulously their own indi-. 
viduality on the stage; never to sink it 
into the character they represent, and to have it 
said.

great English dramatist made his Richard a 
thoroughgoing, unmitigated beil-dog. This, as 
we pointed out when Keene last presented 
the character in this city, was the character 
presented by eider Kean and the 
elder Booth, and this is the character that 
has very littie resembiance the Richards of 
recent years on the Ame stage. Keene 
has the right conception of the part. and. judg- 
ing from bis improvement in the rote since be 
last appeared here, he will before very long fill 
it out to complete proportions. Then, while we 
praised the ormance for its extreme force, 
its remarkable display of passionate invective, 
for its originality, for the strength and vigor of 
its coloring, and for the subtie beauties 
here and there apparent, we found fault 
with the actor for the lack of spontaneity 
in the work and for the frequent absence of that 
delicacy in elocut shading which charac- 
terizes a finished actor.~ Those faults are less 
apparent pow than they were, but the actur has 
more studying to do before he fully embodies 
the conception he evidently has. 

“When we first saw Edmund Kean,” says 
Hazlitt. writting of that actor's Richard, “we 
thought sometimes he failed trom his exubér- 
ance of manner and dissipated the impression of 
the general character by the variety of his re- 
sources, To be complete, his delineation of it 
should have more solidity, depth, sustained 
and impassioned feeling, with somewhat less 
briiliancy and fewer glancing lights. pointed 
transitions, and pantomimical evoludons. This 
was the great Hazlitt’s criticiem of Edmund 

_Kean’s Richard, the best probably that was ever 
seen since the days of Burbage, and this will 
be the verdiet ot many critics who have been 
studying the Richards of Booth, McCullough, or 
Barrett, when they look upon T. W. Keene's 
performance. As it is, however, we believe 
Keene's Richard to be the best theatrical 
exposition of the character seen ia many 
years on the American stage, an 
quite sufficient to give him a reputation 
that will live in American theatrical history. 
We have frequentiy dweit upon the important 
points of this impersonation—the skill with 
which be brings out the ironical humor of the 
character, the polished villainy of his scene 
with Lady Anne, his dignity in the scenes of 
State business, the agreeable absence of arti- 
ticiality in his air of authority, bisa by- play. his 
wonderful facial expression, rendition of his 
tent scene, ana his realistic acting in the com- 
bat scene.

THE COURT-HOUSE. 


An Inspection of the Interior—It Will 
Be Ready May 1. 

Believing that the readers of Tue TRIBUNE 
would Uke to hear what progress was being 
made on the new Court-House Building. a re- 
porter took a stroll through the structure yes- 
terday afternoon under the guidance of Com- 
missioner Ayres, who served on the Building 
Committee of the County Board for two years 
andis probably as well posted in regard to it as 
any one of the present Board. 

The Commissioner and the reporter entered 
the building by the basement door on the 
Clark street frout, and took passage on the im- 
mense eievator, in company with several“ deck- 
hands and a number of wheelbarrows full of 
brick and mortar. The only visible means of 
support was a treacherous-looking rope, and 
the reporter beathed freer when the 
fourth floor was reached. From what could be 
seen of the interior of the buildimgon the ele- 
vator trip it did not not appear that it would be 
ready for occupancy before 1981, but the con- 
tractors promise a “sure thing on May 1.
